Be- 
ſides much more than ever, {ance called to the Go- 
vernment of theſe Nations, a burden of-irs ſelf too 
heavy for. any -man or men to bear, without a. 
mighty power of God : I ſay, conſidering all this, 
. hee-not been ſfirong-in Faith , hee: had ſunk

In the next place, let us conſider the exercile of 
his Faith, in a few experiences of many (-wherein 
hee was Rich). declared by himſelf, and which 
were not ordinary, But ſuch as few(Ithink) of the 
choiceſt Saints have attained unto, one whereof. 
was as followeth. 

\ Being at Baintorough in Scotland, it pleaſed the 
Lord toexercile him with fore ficknefle, a high 
and dangerous Feavor, .whereby hee was brought 
ſo low, that his Phyſicians and others had little or 
no hopes in reaſon of his recovery, For one. fit of: 
his diſtemper having laſted abour | twelve hours , 
Immediately a ſecond fit returned upon: him with- 
out any intermiſſion, ſor as long a time, and likely. 
fo 


wy 
to have continued in that extremiry, until there- 
by hee had expired. But behold this was Gods 
opportunity to- ſhew his Power, and ro- magnifie 
his Word, a Portion whereatby the band of the 
Spirit of the Lord was then given in unto him, not 
onely to feed his Paith, and- revive his heart , but 
allotorebuke. his Dilcale, which immedtately left 
beim, to the aſtoniſhment of himlclf and others, it 
being little leſs than a miracle,: For his. Diſtemper 
returned no more upon him, but the Lord raiſed 
him up, intending further to uſe and honour him, 
as hee hath done, " 
The Scripture is, Pſal..91. 14; v5,' 16. Becauſe 
bee bath ſet his love upon mee, therefare wall 1 deliuer 
him: I will ſet hem on bigh; becauſe hee hath known my 
Name, Verſ. 15. Hee ſhall call upon mee, and 1 mill" 
anſwer bim: 1 nill bee with bimin trouble, 1 will ae» 
liver htm, and honour him, Verl, 16, With long life will

W hich Promiſes, as then his Relief, ſo all along 
in every condition, have been eminently, mage 
| nan in his own experiences, and would 
of good ufe toothers, had not his own back- 
wardnels in uttering any thing wherein hee might 
ſeem to glory, for the moſt part concealed them. 
But as in ficknefs, fo alſo in the high places of 
the field, as at-Denbar, Worceſter, and elſewhere, 
when hee carried his life in his hand, zeady to of- 
fer up the ſame, as a willing Sacrifice in the great 
Eauſe of God, and his People, Did not his Faith 
then work at a\more than ordinary rate 2 in{o- 
much that ſuccefſe and vitory was in his eye, 
whilſt fears and deſpondencies did oppreſle the 
3 hearts:

hearts of others, and ſome good men too ; when 
great diſcouragements, and that wot groundleſs as 
to the ſtrongeſt reaſon, did lye'tn the wayz Ifay, 
was hee-not like another David, not fearing the 
face of any Golab, nor the over-matching numbers 
and ſtrength of Ezemes? Yea like thole Worthzes, 
Heb, 11, did hee not by Faith ſubdse Kingtlomes , 
work Rigbteonſneſs, obtain Promiſes, flop the months of 
Lioxws, quench the wuolence of flames," eſcape the 
edge of the ſgord, out of weakneſs made” flrong, was 
valiant in fight, and turn to flight the Armies of 
eAllens? 

Although I will not ſay, that his Faith alone 
had a hand in theſe ſucceſſes (yet not the leaſt) but 
all the people of God by Faith and Prayer had a 
great ſhare therein , which muſt vigorouſly bee 
kept up till, if wee defire to proſper. But this by 
the way, being of publick concernment , and bet- 
ter known to many others than my ſelf, 

And therefore to come nearer, a few dates aſter 
the death of the Lady Elizabeth, his Daughter, at 
Hamptox ({ourt, which toucht him nearly, being 
then himſelf under bodily diſtempers, forerunners 
- to his ſickneſſe, which was to death, and in his 
Bed-chamber, hee called for his Bible, and deſired 
a perſon honourable and godly, then (with others) 
preſent, to read unto him, Ph:l, 4.11,12,13. Not 
that I ſpeak in reſpe8 of waxt, but I have learnt in what- 
ſoever flate ] am, therewith to bee contents 1 know both 
how to bee abaſed, and bow to abound, ever) where, and 
in all things 1 am inflrufed, both to bee full, axd to bee
